6.566 acres of undeveloped land. It is the intent 
of "the Canterbury School to construct an educa- 
tional building on: this property subsequent to 
annexation. As the existing Canterbury School is 
within Fort Wayne, the applicant desired that all 
facilities” of -the.-school' should be within one 
gurisdiction. 

The Canterbury School Annexation satis- 
fies the criteria of the Indiana State Statutes. 
This plan describes the area to be annexed; sets 
forth a plan to provide municipal services; and 
summarizes the financial impact of annexation upon 


the»CcLity. 


SECTION ONE 

BASIC DATA 

A. Location 

The area petitioning for voluntary annexation is bounded on the 
north and east by the City of Fort Wayne, on the south by certain 
lots of Glendale Acres Suburban addition and on the west by the 
east right-of-way line of Anneta Ave. (See Location = Figure 
Page 2). 


Bo Size

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SECTION TWO 
THE COMPREHENSIVE ANNEXATION PROGRAM 


The annexation of the Canterbury School area is part of a larger, 
comprehensive annexation program that was promulgated in a report 
prepared by the Department of Community Development and Planning 
in 1975 and which was subseguently updated in 1976. The Annexa- 
tion Policy and Program Study was the culmination of a year and a 
half of extensive study and is used as a policy guide for the 
City's annexation program. The report recommends that "all urban 
land contiguous to the City Limits should become part of the 
City" as should "all non-urban land reguired to complement the 
annexation of urban land and provide the ability to control and 
manage urban growth". Because the Canterbury School area met 
this 2eriteria..in-1975=-76, the report identifieduit.as' part-of a 
larger area, AB-1, which was recommended for annexation. 


SECTION THREE - STATE LAW REQUIREMENTS 


State law stipulates that if an area is one-eight contiguous to 
the City, it can be annexed voluntarily if 51% of the property 
owners in the territory sought to be annexed, or owners of 75% of 
the total assessed value of the land petition for an ordinance 
annexing the area. 


The area meets the contiguity requirements in that it is over 
one eighth contiguous to the City of Fort Wayne, being 50.0% 
contiguous to city boundaries. 


The area also meets the second requirement, as 100% of the 
property owners in the area have petitioned for annexation. 


Therefore, the Canterbury School Annexation complies with the 
relevant state law requirements. 


SECTION FOUR 
MUNICIPAL SERVICES 


This section of the Fiscal” Plan forecasts the costs and methods 
of” financing services for the Canterbury Sehool Annexation 
Area. The Plan also described how and when the City plans to 
extend the services of non-capital and capital improvement 
natures. As will be seen, the explanations of the above provis- 
ions satisfy the requirements of Indiana state law. 


The municipal services described in this section are analyzed 
according to the needs of the Canterbury School Annexation Area, 
along “with the eosts of: providing these:services and the funding 
sources < As required by state law, the annexation area will be 
treated equally with other City areas and will receive urban 
services in the same manner as other areas within the City. 
However, because the City does not employ different service 
standards for different areas of the City, the annexation area is 
compared with the service standards as they exist for the entire 
Cty. The City of Fort “Wayne: will provide services: of a nons=eap= 
ital nature, including police and fire protection, emergency 
medical service, traffic control, and street and road maintenance 
within one year after the effective date of annexation. Street 
tMieatineg -and istreet construction will be provided. in ¡accordance 
Wisth “the standard: processes, of the City, whien include 
petitioning and financial participation by property owners. The 
water, sewer, and drainage services of the Fort Wayne City 
Utilities will be made available to the area in conformance with 
relevant state law and utility policies. 


A. Police 


The services provided by the Fort Wayne Police Department include 
the prevention of crime, the detection and apprehension of 
criminal offenders, assistance for those who cannot care for 
themselves or who are in danger of physical harm, resolution of 
day-to-day conflicts among family, friends, and neighbors, and 
thesiconeat ion ande maintenance of a- feeLing of security” in the 
community. The Police Department is involved in legal work, such 
as participation in court proceedings and protection of constitu- 
tonal antes: Lt is also responsible for “the control, of-traffic 
and the promotion and preservation of civil order. 


District 5 will be expanded to cover the Canterbury School 
Annexation area upon annexation. The Police Department keeps 
tabulation on the percentage of personnel and equipment necessary 
for the City's annexation program, and has determined that 
addiudonal personnel. are notrrequired, Tor: this: particular 
annexation. 


Due to the size of the area and its proximity to the city limits, 
the cost to provide police protection to the Canterbury School 
Annexation area will be minimal. 


ESTIMATED ANNUAL COST: $0 
B Fire Department 


The Fort Wayne Fire Department will be responsible for providing 
fire protection services to the Canterury School Annexation area 
within one year after the annexation date. The services provided 
include fire protection and suppression, emergency rescue, fire 
prevention, and fire inspections. Primary response will come 
from Station 2 located at 2023 Taylor Street. Backup response 
will come from Station 7 located at 1602 Lindenwood Avenue. 


This particular annexation will not require a new fire station 
nor will it require additional personnel and equipment. The only 
additional expense that is expected will be from operating oosts 
for such items as postage, printing, photography, and gasoline. 
However, the operating costs will be minimal considering the 
Canterbury School Annexation area will be only a very small 
fraction of the total area serviced by the City. Funding for the 
operating costs will come from the Fire Department budget through 
the General Fund. 


ESTIMATED ANNUAL COST: $0 
Ge Emergency Ambulance Service 


At the present time, the Three Rivers Ambulance Authority is the 
only provider of ambulance service for the City of Fort Wayne. 
The Canterbury School Annexation area may receive full advanced 
life support ambulance service immediately upon annexation. 


Using service run records of the past several years, as many as 
six ambulances will be stationed at different locations through- 
out the community. Upon receiving a request for service from the 
annexation area, the ambulance closest to the area will be 
dispatched to the annexation area. Pia dd biron su r Or some 
emergencies, such as heart attacks, the Fort Wayne Fire Depart- 
ment will provide extra assistance. Primary assistance will 
come from Station 2 located at 2023 Taylor Street. 


The Fire Department trains a number of its personnel so that each 
fire station has an emergency medical technician on duty at all 
times. 


The method of financing emergency medical services is based 
primarily on user fees plus a small, decreasing City tax subsidy, 
which over the next few years should drop to zero, leaving user 
fees as the sole. financial support of the System. The charges 
for ambulance service, as of July 1, 1986 are shown in Table 1.

This method of financing permits emergency medical service to be 
extended to the annexation area with its existing budget and no 
additional manpower or equipment will be needed to service the 
annexation area.

De Solid Waste Disposal 


The City of Fort Wayne provides garbage collection) for residen- 
tial customers immediately after the annexation date. This area 
isu serviced by National. Serv-Alk at the rate otf $33.96 per 
household per year. Collection service is financed by the CABAS 
Garbage Disposal Fund which comes from the General Fund. With no 
residential customers in the area, there is no annual cost to be 
estimated. 


ESTIMATED ANNUAL COST: $0 
E Tpaffic Control 


The City's Traffic Engineering Department will assume responsi- 
bility for traffic control in the annexation area within one-year 
of the effective date of annexation. Some of the services 
that can be provided by the department are surveys and 
investigations of traffic conditions and problems. The depart- 
ment also provides installation and maintenance OL trafftie 
control devices such as stop lights, control signs, and fire 
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alarm systems. The Traffic. Engineering Department “will -not 
require additional personnel to perform its services in the 
Canterbury School Annexation Area. There will be an annual cost 
of $30.15 for the painting of 450 feet of centerline and edge 
line along Smith Road. Funding sources for these services will 
be from real estate taxes, Motor Vehicle Highway (MVH) funds, and 
Revenue Sharing Funds. 


ESTIMATED ANNUAL COST: $30 


B Streets and Roads 


The incorporation of the annexation area will add .074 miles 
Of arterial streets: in itairscondit ion. The Fort Wayne Street 
Department will be responsible for the general maintenance of all 
of the streets in the annexation area immediately after the 
annexation. General maintenance includes snow and ice removal, 
and surface maintenance. The Street Engineering Department will 
provide engineering services and construction Supervision for all 
streets, alleys, and sidewalks that will be constructed within 
the proposed annexation area. The provision of these services to 
the annexation area will not reguire any additional personnel or 
eguipment, and they will be similar to those services already 
provided to the rest of thevVCIty. The average cost of general 
Street maintenance is $2,500 per mile of street per year, so the 
annexation will cost the City approximately $185 a year in street 
maintenanoe oosts. The source of funding for street maintenance 
is the Street Department budget which is composed of funds from 
the Motor Vehicle Highway (MVH) Program. The Street Engineering 
Department funds come from the Motor Vehicle Highway, Federal Aid 
Urban (FAU), and Local Arterial Roads and Streets (LARS) Program. 


Besides the maintenance services just discussed, the Street 
Department will improve streets upon receipt of a petition from 
the property owners. Arterial and often collector streets can be 
improved with funding from accounts such as FAU and LARS. The 
cost to improve residential streets will be split between the 
property owners petitioning for the improvements and the City. 
The City's share will come from Motor Vehicle Highway funds. A. 
petitions from the annexation area will be treated equally with 
other petitions in. the City and honored according to the same 
criteria such as filing date and amount of money available in any 
particular year.

G. Parks i oe 


Presently there are no residential properties in the area. The 
services and facilities of. the park system are currently avail- 
able, with Foster Park, a 243 acre Community Park being the 
Cko seste Upon annexation, property owners through the Park 
General'tax, will contribute to^ the”. system's maintenance -

H, Water 


The Fort Wayne water utility is presently serving the annexation 
area. city Utilities! hasmthe: capacity to provide: sufficient 
volumes of water to the portions of the annexation area not 
presently receiving water services. The extension of water 
services to individual developments and residences will be 
considered once the property owners in the area petition for such 
service. This procedure is the same as that being used by areas 
within the City. 


ESTIMATED ANNUAL COST: $0 
ds Fire Hydrants 


The City of Fort Wayne pays the Fort Wayne Water Utility $181.50 
annually for each fire hydrant located within the City. Since 
the annexation area contains =t fire hydrant, the City-will pay 
the utility $181.50 a year after the area is annexed. This money 
will be taken from the General Fund. 


ESTIMATED ANNUAL COST: $181.50 
Js Sanitary Sewers 


The Fort Wayne Department of Water Pollution Control (WPC) has 
the capability of extending service into the area upon petition 
by the property owners. If property owners petition for sewers, 
they will have to pay ftor- their installation.

K. Storm Sewers 

Upon annexation the Department of Water Pollution Control will 
not consider capital improvements for storm sewers unless 
petitioned by the property owners of the annexation area. Tipos

M. Administrative Services 


All administrative functions of the City will be available to the 
Canterbury School Annexation Area within one year of the annexa- 
tion date. These services include, but are not limitedeto; the 
Law Department, the City Plan Commission, the Mayor's Office, the 
Board of Works, the Metropolitan Human Relations Department, the 
City Clerk's Office, tne Citizen's Advocate Office, eto. General 
administration includes all of the regulatory and program 
functions of the various City departments. When the area is 
annexed, City departments will be notified and will expand their 
jurisdictional areas accordingly. 


The costs of these services cannot be directly related to the 
Size or, population’ of an area. Consequently, this plan does not 
include cost estimates. However, the budgets of these depart- 
ments are prepared with the expectation that the City will annex 
several areas during the budgetary period. Therefore, expansion 
of administrative functions is possible. Funding comes from a 
variety of sources, including the General Fund, the State, and 
the Federal government.

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SECTION FIVE 
FINANCIAL SUMMARY AND RECOMMENDATION 


The purpose of this section is to report the expenditures from 
the proposed Canterbury School Annexation. This" seotron will 
also provide a five-year summary of expenditures. 


It is customary to include the revenues generated by the parti- 
cular annexation. However, in this case, the Canterbury School, 
inen; now topbn-profrtt Corporat bon is purchasing the property to 
construct an educational building. Since private schools are not 
taxed, no revenue will be generated. 


A. EXPENDITURES 


Expenditures which were reported in the section on Municipal 
Services are summarized in Table 2. Capital costs are separated 
from operating costs, and they are considered as maximum expendi- 
tures. Since the needs of the annexation area must be treated 
equally with the needs of other areas in Fort Wayne, capital 
improvement projects such as the installation of streets, curbs, 
and sidewalks must follow routine city procedures which often 
require petitioning. Utility costs are not reported here as they 
are paid for by the property owners, and only after they request 
the improvements.
